PRESIDENTS'  LETTERS 


Our  alumni  association  has  embarked  on  an  important  jour- 
ney. As  of  July  1,  or  thereabouts,  the  Alumni  Association 
will  dissolve  its  individual  corporate  charter  and  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  College.  It  will  cease  to  operate  as  an 
autonomous  entity.  In  truth,  this  independence  was  not  visible  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Association's  programs  or  the  spirit  of  its  lead- 
ers, but  for  the  most  part  remained  buried  in  the  Alumni 
Association's  corporate  papers. 

Unfortunately,  we  sometimes  allowed  our  separate  structures  to 
be  the  excuse  for  not  moving  forward,  for  not  undertaking  new  ini- 
tiatives to  develop  more  vigorous  alumni  programs.  It  was  always 
the  "other  guy's"  assignment.  In  fact,  the  responsibility  for  serving 
alumni,  advancing  the  College,  and  elevating  our  profession  has 
always  been  a  mutual  one.  It  is  my  firm  belief  that  the  opportuni- 
ties for  working  cooperatively  with  alumni  will  now  be  enhanced. 

During  its  history,  the  Alumni  Association  has  compiled  a 
commendable  record  of  accomplishments.  The  Association  has 
taken  a  leadership  role  in  developing  scholarship  programs,  mold- 
ing the  thinking  of  our  students  with  respect  to  career  options,  and 
more  recently  actively  participating  in  the  recruitment  of  students. 
We  can  be  proud  of  the  efforts  of  those  who  had  served  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  Association  over  the  years.  But  it 
is  not  easy  to  keep  a  100-percent-volunteer  organization  afloat. 
Greater  reliance  on  the  resources  of  the  College  is  now  necessary 
to  support  our  alumni  programs.  The  alumni  dues  structure  can- 
not do  it  alone. 

The  College  will  begin  by  hiring  a  full-time  Director  of 
Alumni  Affairs.  This  individual  will  have  the  responsibility  of 
working  with  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni  Association  to 
continue  the  ongoing  alumni  programs  and  to  shape  a  rich  agenda 
of  new  initiatives.  We  are  hopeful  that  our  alumni  will  become  a 
stronger  force  in  the  College  community,  and  that  together  we  will 
create  a  contemporary  calendar  of  college  programs  and  events  to 
respond  to  the  needs  of  the  alumni.  And  we  hope  that  we  can 
develop  new  opportunities  for  alumni  to  participate  in  furthering 
the  mission  of  the  College.  Not  only  can  the  College  be  a  valuable 
resource  to  the  alumni,  but  the  alumni  can  also  be  an  essential 
asset  to  the  College.  Together  we  can  strengthen  each  other,  and 
in  turn,  strengthen  our  profession.

I  would  like  to  share  with  all  NEWENCO  Alumni  my  comments 
presented  at  the  newly-revived  Alumni  Luncheon/Annual 
Meeting,  held  at  this  year's  NECO  conference. 

"It  is  with  great  happiness  that  I  can  make  the  following 
announcement.  On  February  17,  1993,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
NEWENCO,  and  on  Wednesday,  March  10,  1993,  the  Executive 
Board  of  NEWENCO's  Alumni  Association,  each  approved  the 
final  motions  necessary  to  affect  the  remerger  of  NEWENCO's 
Alumni  Association  back  into  the  administration  by  NEWENCO 
as  of  July  1,  1993.  These  concurrent  votes  were  the  culmination  of 
the  work  started  by  Dr.  Neil  Schram  and  Dr.  Irwin  Shwom,  past 
presidents  of  the  Alumni  Association,  and  President  Larry  Clausen 
ofNEWENCO. 

"This  remerger  will  streamline  the  operations  of  the  Alumni 
Association  through  the  hiring  of  a  full-time  Director  of  Alumni 
Affairs,  who  will  answer  to  the  Vice  President  for  Student  and 
Alumni  Affairs,  Dr.  Hy  Kamens.  A  search  committee  has  been 
formed  and  an  active  recruitment  is  underway. 

"The  details  of  this  remerger  are  exciting  and  a  win-win  situa- 
tion for  all  concerned.  The  Alumni  Association  and  its  Executive 
Board  will  become  an  advisory  board  to  the  College,  and  will  main- 
tain its  responsibilities  and  activities  relative  to  student  scholar- 
ships, career  seminars,  alumni  advocacy,  and  events.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  ofNEWENCO  has  approved  a  true  Alumni  Scholarship 
Endowment  Fund,  designed  to  guarantee,  at  a  minimum,  the  pre- 
sent alumni  scholarship  level  of  $9,000  per  year.  The  Alumni 
Emergency  Loan  Fund,  now  at  $15,000,  will  continue  to  operate, 
as  it  has  for  over  15  years,  providing  immediate,  short-term,  inter- 
est-free loans  to  our  students. 

"Just  as  exciting,  dues-paying  members  of  the  Alumni 
Association  will  be  able  to  reap  tangible  benefits  for  their  support 
ofNEWENCO.  There  are  ongoing  discussions  relative  to  dis- 
counted rates  for  Continuing  Education,  Library  Services, 
Bookstore,  and  Mail  Order  purchases.  The  details  of  these  new 
benefits  will  be  announced  in  upcoming  mailings  and  in  future 
issues  of  Perspective. 

"The  revitalization  and  fee  structure  of  this  very  luncheon  show 
the  commitment  NEWENCO  has  made  to  re-establish  a  strong 
relationship  with  its  alumni.  This  is  just  a  start.  One  of  the  many 
responsibilities  of  the  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  will  be  to  research 
and  develop  other  tangible  benefits  for  regular  and  life  members  of 
NEWENCO's  Alumni  Association.  The  goal  is  to  develop  the  clos- 
est possible  relationship  between  NEWENCO  and  its  alumni. 

"In  closing,  I'm  proud  to  have  been  part  of  this  important  event, 
especially  as  NEWENCO  prepares 
for  its  upcoming  centennial  celebra- 
tion. Thank  you  for  joining  us  today."

Dr.  Frank  Thorn,  Professor  of 
Vision  Science,  was  featured  in  a 
recent  New  Yor\  Times  article  on 
myopia.  The  focus  of  the  story 
was  recent  findings  that  suggest 
nearsightedness  may  have  both 
genetic  and  environmental  causes, 
and  detailed  experiments  to  cure 
or  prevent  the  condition.  Dr. 
Thorn  was  quoted  extensively  on 
his  work  as  a  consultant  at  the 
M.I.T.  vision  laboratory,  where  the 
studies  were  conducted.  He  also 
discussed  experiments  in  China 
involving  a  program  to  reduce  the 
incidence  of  myopia,  particularly 
among  children.

Annual  Fund  Update 

A  major  challenge  of  the  1990s  will  be  our  continuing  ability  to 
upgrade  the  quality  of  education  while  maintaining  a  reasonable 
level  of  cost  for  our  students.  Our  College,  which  has  historically 
been  dependent  on  tuition  for  most  of  its  operating  capital,  has,  under 
President  Larry  R.  Clausen's  leadership,  shifted  this  focus  to  other 
sources  of  revenue.  The  Annual  Fund  is  a  significant  component  of  this 
strategy  and  an  important  element  in  our  fiscal  integrity. 

The  current  campaign  was  initiated  in  the  late  fall  of  1992  with  a  direct 
mailing  to  our  constituency.  One  key  goal  has  been  to  increase  active 
participation  from  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  and  friends  of  the  College.  In 
the  final  analysis,  more  contributors  will  raise  more  money.  A  second 
mailing  was  sent  in  the  late  spring  of  1993  under  the  sponsorship  of  Dr. 
Hyman  Kamens,  Vice  President  for  Student  and  Alumni  Affairs. 

This  campaign  has  been  designed  to  allow  individuals  to  direct  their 
tunds  to  a  specific  area.  Major  initiatives  for  the  1992-1993  drive  were 
the  Rebuilding  of  Beacon  Street  and  Financial  Aid.  In  the  former  category, 
the  College  has  undergone  extensive  renovations,  with  each  phase  dra- 
matically altering  our  academic  facility.  Another  series  of  renovations  is 
scheduled  for  the  summer  of  1993.  An  exciting  new  world  has  been  cre- 
ated within  the  walls  of  424  Beacon  Street.

A  popular  category  of  donation  has  been  financial  aid  to  individuals. 
The  cost  of  an  undergraduate  and  post  graduate  optometric  education 
has  become  prohibitive  in  recent  years.  Despite  our  strong  commitment 
to  hold  the  line  on  tuition,  our  students  have  amassed  more  and  more 
debt  (see  Financial  Dilemma).  Through  our  constituents'  generosity, 
this  burden  can  be  made  less  devastating.  Contributions  may  be  direct- 
ed to  the  clinical,  academic,  research,  and/or  library  fields. 

Another  challenge  to  our  extended  family  is  matching  contributions 
with  the  New  England  Council  of  Optometrists,  for  which  a  permanent 
endowment  fund  has  been  established. 

Also  available  are  the  named  scholarships,  which  honor  distinguished 
individuals  who  have  made  significant  contributions  to  making  the 
College  an  even  finer  institute  of  higher  education. 

Dr.  Richard  C.  Laudon,  who  has  led  this  year's  Annual  Fund,  expresses 
his  gratitude  to  everyone  who  has  assisted  him  during  this  stage  of  the 
campaign,  especially  those  who  have  made  a  personal  sacrifice  and  a 
hard-earned  contribution.  Dr.  Laudon  vows  that,  in  the  remaining 
months  of  1993,  "we  will  continue  to  reach  out  to  achieve  our  goal  of 
100%  participation."

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Big  Changes  on  Beacon  Street 


In  1989,  the  NEWENCO 

Board  of  Trustees  named  an  ad 
hoc  committee  "to  develop  a 
vision  for  the  utilization  of  our 
facilities.  "Architect  and  Trustee 
Francis  L.  DiMella  offers  this 
update  of  that  vision  as  it 
becomes  more  tangible  in  the 
current  renovation  of  the 
College. 


Mr.  DiMella,  a  graduate  of  the  Syracuse  University 
School  of  Architecture,  is  Executive  Vice  President  of 
Huvgens,  DiMella,  Shaffer  &  Associates,  Inc.,  where  he  has 
been  affiliated  since  1968.  He  has  been  a  NEWENCO  Trustee 
since  1985,  and  has  been  Chief  Architect  of  the  College's  reno- 
vation project  since  its  inception. 

If  you  haven't  visited  the  College  in  the  last  twelve 
months,  you  are  in  for  a  shock.  When  you  come  to 
Beacon  Street,  be  prepared  to  see  a  new  and  very 
different  campus. 

Two  years 
after  developing  a 
comprehensive 
master  plan  for 
broad-scale  reno- 
vations, the 
College  has  taken 
a  large  step 
toward  imple- 
menting its  goals 
to  modernize 
fully  our  Beacon 

Street  facilities  and  to  create  the  physical  environment 
needed  to  support  the  challenges  NEWENCO  faces  in 
our  next  century. 

This  summer  we  will  complete  the  third  phase  of  our 
capital  improvement  campaign,  which  will  reflect  the 
investment  of  over  $4,000,000  in  the  last  three  years.  What 
is  particularly  exciting  about  this  effort  is  that,  in  addition 
to  providing  new  classrooms,  laboratories,  and  office 
space,  the  overall  renovation  has  brought  an  entirely  new 
vitality  to  our  buildings — a  vitality  that  is  apparent  as  soon 
as  you  enter  the  restored  rotunda. 


Since  we  moved  to  Beacon  Street  in  1969,  our  build- 
ings have  been  characterized  by  alterations  unrelated  to  a 
master  plan  and  spaces  inadequate  for  teaching,  research, 
and  office  work.  The  College  postponed  major  renovations 
as  we  struggled  with  other  pressing  issues  and  in  recent 
years  considered  vacating  the  buildings  for  alternate  loca- 
tions. In  1990,  however,  with  a  decision  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  remain  on  Beacon  Street  for  the  foreseeable 
future,  a  commitment  to  facilities  improvements  was  made 
that  is  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

Today  you  will  see  spaces  in  our  buildings  that  are 
bright  and  enriched  with  architectural  detail  that  has  been 

rediscov- 
ered and 
restored 
after 

removal  of 
walls  and 
ceilings 
added  to 
the  build- 
ings over 
previous 
decades. 
With  new 
connecting  hallways  installed  to  improve  access  to 
each  floor  from  the  rotunda,  the  College  now  feels 
much  larger  and  more  manageable. 

The  goals  of 
the  master  plan 
are:  (1)  to  estab- 
lish state-of-the- 
art  facilities  to 
accommodate  the 
College's  educa- 
tional and 
research  pro- 
grams; (2)  to  pro- 
vide up-to-date 
building  electri- 
cal, heating,  air 
conditioning,  and  plumbing  systems;  (3)  to  provide  access 
to  all  College  facilities  for  the  physically  disabled;  (4)  to 
install  new  life  safety  systems  throughout. 


The 
first  floor 
reception, 
business, 
and  finan- 
cial aid 
areas  were 
rebuilt 
during  the 
summer  of 
1991. 
Large- 
scale  reno- 
vation of  the  upper  floors  was  completed  a  year  ago,  and 
required  the  total  evacuation  of  the  three  classroom  build- 
ings last  summer.  We  are  now  beginning  this  summer's 
phase  of  work.  It  includes  completing  the  remainder  of 
our  bioscience  teaching  and  research  center  on  the  top 
floor,  and  a  new  classroom,  the  President's  office,  and 
administrative  spaces  on  the  second  floor. 

By  summer's  end,  a  ride  on  our  new  elevator  will  carry 
you  to  the  new  environments  of:  three  new  classrooms, 
preclinic  areas,  research  spaces,  faculty  offices,  a  bioscience 
laboratory,  and  second  floor  conference  room — in  short, 
big  changes  on 
Beacon  Street  in 
a  relatively  short 
time! 


Along  with 
building  renova- 
tion, the  College 
is  executing  a 
parallel  plan  to 
install  new 
equipment  and 
furniture  where 
replacement  has  long  been  needed.  We 
are  now  operating  much  more  efficiently 
with  a  new  computer  network,  tele- 
phone system,  preclinic  equipment,  and 
coordinated  systems  furniture  in  several 
of  our  administrative  areas. 


Much  of  what  we  have  rebuilt  will  never  be  seen.  Our 
buildings  have  new  roofs,  replacement  windows,  insula- 
tion, wiring,  pipes,  and  duct  work  that  are  creating  a  far 
more  comfortable  and  productive  working  environment 
for  all  of  us. 

Even  the  new  landscaping  in  front  of  our  buildings 
lets  the  passerby  know  that  we  are  tending  to  our  "garden" 
at  NEWENCO.  But  there  is  much  left  to  do.  The  master 
plan  calls  for  the 
renovation  of  our 
library,  which  is 
unquestionably 
the  architectural 
jewel  of  the 
College.  This 
facility  is  awaiting 
interior  restora- 
tion and  modern- 
ization of  its 
building  systems 
along  with 
remodeling  of  the 
upper  floor  as  an  alumni/continuing  education  center. 

This  project  alone  is  as  exciting  as  those  completed 
these  past  three  years.  Dramatic  and  expanded  spaces  will 
be  created  and  new  internal  connections  will  link  the 
library  directly  with  the  classroom  buildings. 

We  must  simultaneously  complete  improvements  to 
the  student  affairs  areas  and  finish  our  student  lounge, 
bookstore,  and  other  basement  level  renovations. 

With  the  contin- 
ued support  of  our 
NEWENCO  family

The  librarians  will  provide  a  cost  estimate  on  request. 


Alumni  who  do  not  find  it  convenient  to  come  to  the  Library 
in  person  may  request  photocopies  of  journal  articles.  For  items 
owned  by  the  NEWENCO  Library,  the  fee  is  $8  per  article.  For 
items  borrowed  through  interlibrary  loan,  the  fee  per  article  is  $8 
plus  any  fees  charged  by  the  lending  library.
